PREACHING 

The following clipping is from the last message of Dr. 
Joseph Parker, London. His instruction and advice will 
be profitable to young preachers. 

He says, “There is only one thing that I dread more 
than self-important learning, and that is 
self-important ignorance. I dread the minister to 
whom preaching is easy, I hate, with religious and even 
holy hatred, the sermons that are shaken out of the coat 
sleeve on a Saturday night. We do not want such men 
in the ministry of the gospel. Preaching should be a shed- 
ding of blood. Preaching is not a trick in plans, in cun- 
ning outlines, in shapely sculpture. There is a curt phrase 
now in vogue which I dislike. We say of such and such 
a man, ‘He is the greatest sermon-builder in the modern 
pulpit.’ 

“Preaching is not sermon-building, it is serrmon-growing; 
it is the eloquence of a redeemed and grateful soul; it is 
the glow and radiance of a wise exposition confirmed by 
a holy and satisfying experience, Never regard the gospel 
as ‘simple’ in the sense of being shallow; rather be over- 
come and prostrated as by ‘a light above the brightness of 
the sun,’ a baptism of glory at the Damascus gate of 
the pulpit. 

“Never preach in haste. Study much, and pray more, 
not to make the sermon obscure, but to make it as clear 
as crystal, and when you have done your very best, always 
remember that you have not yet penetrated to ‘the secret 
place of the tabernacles of the most high.’”

First, I want to say I have no slur 
or reference to hospitals, medicine, or 
M. D.’s. Again, I write, “Lest Satan 
should get advantage of us, for we are 
not ignorant of his devices.” 

More so than ever, Satan himself 
is transformed into an angel of light. 
Satan is not always vicious looking, 
with a dagger in his hand, but he ap- 
pears as an angel of good common 
sense, reason, and wisdom. He has 
millions of seducing spirits working 
overtime all the time to bias and warp 
the minds of people. Many folk use 
useless doctors unaware. 

In Mark 5 we read about a poor wom- 
an who had suffered many things of 
many physicians, AND WAS NOTH- 
ING BETTERED, BUT RATHER 
GREW WORSE. I want to say I tried 
these doctors, and I never got any 
better, but I rather grew worse. 

Now let us draw some imaginary 
pictures, yet they are a reality. I find a 
sick fellow, probably a preacher, or 
a layman. He calls in a doctor. We 
shall call this doctor Self-Pity. He 
comes in with his satchel and diag- 
noses his case, takes his temperature, 
etc. Then he says, “You have a hard 
time, harder than the average person 
has, but no one cares if you do. Your 
people don’t care; the church doesn’t 
care. They won’t come about you. They 
visit others, buy them flowers, etc., 
but it is plain to see that you are 
ignored and snubbed on every side.” 
Then he adds a little more, saying, 
“Even your pastor doesn’t care any- 
thing about you. If he did, he would 
visit more and understand your case 
better.” 

PREACHERS ARE NOT IMMUNE 
TO DR. SELF-PITY. Now, preacher, 
haven’t you felt, many a time, that 
the state overseer didn’t appreciate 
you, or your work? 

I see Dr. Self-Pity write out a per- 
scription to the Deceptive Drug Store 
on the corner of Sorrow Avenue and 
Disappointment Street. There the 
druggist, Mr. Art Delusion, will give 
the victim some “sure shot” capsules 
for misery and despair. (I TRIED 
THIS DOCTOR BUT NEVER GOT 
ANY BETTER; I RATHER GREW 
WORSE. I FOUND THIS FELLOW A 
PHYSICIAN OF NO VALUE.) 
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Here is another sick member. He 
(or she) calls in DR. EXPECT-TO-BE- 
APPRECIATED. He comes in, as Dr. 
Self-Pity did, goes through the usual 
procedure, then says, “You are not 
appreciated. Just think of the talent 
and ability you have, yet they let you 
sit on your bench, and put greenhorns 
up. The pastor, your family, nor the 
church appreciates anything you give 
or do.” Then he’ll say, “Just think of 
all you have done, all you have given.” 
He’ll even say, “It would have sunk 
if it hadn’t been for you.” 

I heard of three sisters, 
Martha, and Barbara, going to church. 
The preacher preached about Martha 
and Mary, and Barbara went home 
heartbroken and sobbing, saying, “The 
preacher preached a whole sermon 
on Mary and Martha, and never even 
mentioned my name.” 

I tried this doctor, but I never got 
better; I got worse. I found another 
physician of no value. Oh, it’s pathetic, 
how soft and delicate Christians of 
today are. In Acts 5:41, we read where 
the apostles rejoiced because they 
were persecuted for Christ’s sake. They 
didn’t sit down and pity themselves, 
and cry and weep because they were 
not appreciated. Christ didn’t send His 
disciples out to be petted and appreci- 
ated, Luke 10:3, “Behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves.” Just 
think of our loving Saviour being so 
heartless—sending out lambs among 
wolves. IT’S NOT A FAVOR TO GOD 
FOR ME TO GO TO CHURCH. IT’S 
A FAVOR FROM GOD TO GIVE ME 
THE GREAT HONOR TO GO TO 
CHURCH. 

NEXT IS DR. SULK. He comes in, 
examines, and begins to sympathize 
and to pity another sick fellow. He 
says that you went too much, worked 
too hard, and have done much more 
than your share, and it’s not appreci- 
ated. “Now if I were you, I’d feel sore, 
I’d pout—stick out my lip, I’d mope 
around, carry a chip on my shoulder 
and dare the preacher to try to knock 
it off. I’d sulk around, if I were you, 
and I SURELY WOULDN’T BE 
CHEERFUL. PEOPLE THINK YOU 
ARE AFRAID TO TAKE YOUR STAND 
AND DEMAND YOUR RIGHTS AND 
PRIVILEGES. NO SIR, I'D SHOW

THEM I WAS NO FLOOR MAT TO 
BE TRAMPLED ON.” Sulking is dan- 
gerous, and it will lead to hatred and 
probably on to murder. James 1:20 
says, “The wrath of man worketh 
(won’t produce) not the righteousness 
of God.” Cain first sulked before he 
killed his brother Abel. The root of 
bitterness grew into a giant tree of 
cold-blooded murder. Dr. Sulk will kill 
you if you continue with him. I’ve 
tried him; I never got better but 
rather grew worse. 

I SEE ANOTHER SICK MEMB 
and in comes Dr. Shirk (Skip or 
Dodge). He says, “You have gone so 
much, worked so hard, and given so 
much that you could skip a few serv- 
ices, a few bills, a few burdens, and 
get the needed rest. God does not ex- 
pect the unreasonable; just stay out 
awhile and let the rest carry the load.” 
But, my friend, please be wise, and do 
not be deceived. There is great danger

Oh, I know the Bible says 
there is a rest for the people of God, 
but we shall get that rest by labor, 
not by shirking. Nehemiah built the 
walls with folks that had a mind to 
work and not a mind to shirk. If you 
use this doctor long, the undertak 
will surely have work. (I’ve tried 7 
one also, but never got any better™ 
rather grew worse). 

Last, but not least, is Dr. You-Need- 
More-Money. After all or several of 
these former doctors have been tried, 
usually Dr. You-Need-More-Money is 
resorted to. He has kept many a 
preacher out of God’s will. He can 
talk with such good wisdom and com- 
mon sense that the voice of God will 
fade into oblivion. YES, IF WE ARE 
NOT VERY CAREFUL, HE’LL MAKE

Our Brother and Sister Hawkins, 
graduates of our college (ministerial 
department), have completed three 
successful years in Hawaii. They re- 
ceived their call to China but while 
waiting developments in China, were 
willing to go to Hawaii. In the mean- 
time conditions in China have grown 
worse, being overrun by communism, 
so that their going now is not only 

racticable but impossible. 

t the last General Assembly Rev- 
erend and Mrs. A. W. Brummett (820 
Coolidge St., Honolulu 55, T. H.) was 
selected to succeed Brother and Sis- 
ter Hawkins who, because of failing 
health of both of them, requested 
that they be privileged to return to 
the States. When it came time to go, 
they evidently found it most difficult 
to leave the field, and although both 
were weak in physical strength, they 
pleaded for further extension, which 
was granted them, During the past 
term Brother and Sister Hawkins did 
a splendid work; built a nice large 
church in Honolulu, and this last year 
opened a new work at Hilo on anoth- 
er island some two hundred miles 
from Honolulu. 

I give you here a quotation from a 

ent letter: 

‘We left Honolulu Saturday night, 
September 17, and arrived home Sep- 
tember 24. 

“Our depature from those we had 
seen grow up in the Lord is very hard 
to explain in words. They gave us a 
royal Hawaiian feast and many gifts, 
and more than we could number 
stood in tears and begged us to re- 
main with them. But we left them 
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with the promise to stand fast in the 
faith. Beautiful flowers were placed 
around our necks until the only view 
of our faces that could be seen was 
our eyes. Their lovely voices rang 
out with sweet songs of farewell in 
their own tongue and ‘God Be With 
You Till We Meet Again’ in English. 
As the last moments with them drew 
near, they held on to our hands and 
it seemed so hard for them to let us 
board the plane. The men at the air- 
port waited for us as we had to force 
ourselves from their grasp. Their 
precious hands reached out to us as 
far as we could see, and never can we 
forget them and the love they have 
for God and His people. There are 
many things, Brother Walker, we can 
tell you when we see you. Brother 
Brummett and the people send their 
best ‘alaho’ to all the churches here 
in the home land. 

We shall be open for revivals be- 
ginning in October. If it is permissi- 
ble, Brother Walker, we should ap- 
preciate it if the Evangel could give 
our address and the statement of our 
desire to conduct revivals in the near 
future.”

For the first week during our revival 
we had a mission school for the chil- 
dren in the basement. The children 
were taught from the Macedonian 
Call about the missionaries and their 
different fields of labor. Of course, we 
had to get books from libraries on dif- 
ferent countries, but the Macedonian 
Call was referred to as to the person 
working in that country. A sister told 
flash-card stories about missions, 
flannelgraph stories about missions, 
and even the choruses were songs 
about missions, such as “Jesus Loves 
the Little Children of the World” and 
“I Will Make You Fishers of Men.” 
The boys and girls really liked it. They 
were stirred in their little hearts, and 
in this awakening among the chil- 
dren we find that the parents usually 
catch the mission spirit, too. 

The closing program was on Sunday 
morning. This did not hinder the re- 
vival, and more children were present 
for the revival because of this meeting.

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ROOT OUT OF DRY GROUND

laid amid the little hills and the common people of our great Southwest. 

It is a magnificent story in plot and execution, packing a genuine mes- 
sage without preaching or moralizing. Yet the spirit of the Saviour shines 
through virtually every page of this great book. 

The story is of Jansie, forced by delinquent parents to beg on city 
streets, and of Chrissie, left in Jansie’s care as a motherless baby. 

Surely the ground was dry in which they were planted. 

But these real, living, life-loving characters grow and grow! oon 
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Matthew 28:19, “Go ye therefore, and teach all nations bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 


the Holy Ghost.” 


TEXT: Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I 
send the promise of the Father upon 
you: BUT tarry ye in the city of Je- 
rusalem, until ye be ENDUED WITH 
POWER from on high.” 


INTRODUCTION: The Lord gave 
His last commission for the disciples 
to go into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature; but He did 
not send them until they received 
power for service. 

The Son of God, in the completion 
of His work, is called back to the right 
hand of the Father. He commands the 
Church to wait for the “promise of 
the Father.” With great expectancy 
the disciples turn their eyes toward 
heaven for about seven days. “Sud- 
denly there came a sound from heav- 
en,” which filled all the house, ap- 
peared unto them as cloven tongues 
like as of fire, sat upon each of them, 
and all were filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues. Thus God had come again to 
tabernacle His people. This was a 
great day in the beginning of the 
history of the Church of God. The 
event that transpired was the opening 
in the world, the temple of our God. 
The Church was vitalized for service, 
and began her mission of preaching 
the gospel of reconciliation. 

May we follow in example as local 
churches. It may be we have ac- 
complished all that is needed in an 
educational way, and we might have 
our nice church buildings, trained 
choirs, plenty of finance; yet if we do 
not have the anointing of God, we 
shall fall short of God’s purpose in us. 

In a village there was a sign placed 
on some houses that were for rent, 
which read something like this, 
“Houses to let, with or without power,” 
which meant if you wanted a house 
with or without electricity (power) 
you could have your choice. 

In the ministerial ranks both of 
these classes are represented; there- 
fore, this sign, “Ministers with or 
without power,” might be equally ap- 
propriate. We would not think there 
would be much of a demand for 
houses without power, neither is there 
much demand for the service of the 
minister or Christian worker who has 
not the anointing (power) for serv- 
ice. Since the new birth and all the 
blessings that accompany this experi- 
ence are of divine origin, it becomes 
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imperative that the minister who 
preaches the gospel that incorporates 
these blessings should be endued with 
divine power. 


CHURCHES WITH OR WITHOUT 
POWER 

For the local church to function as 
Jesus purposed that it should, it is 
necessary also that it receive the di- 
vine anointing for service. His com- 
mand to the waiting church was to 
“Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
till ye be endued with power from on 
high.” They did that which they were 
commanded, and the power came. The 
result was a mighty revival following. 
The promise of the Spirit came and 
filled ALL THE HOUSE where they 
were sitting. Not only twelve apostles 
received the power, but all the Church. 
This was an anointing of the Church 
for the conquest of the world. 

We have two beautiful incidents in 
the Old Testament of God dealing 
with this people, which are types il- 
lustrating the anointing of the taber- 
nacle and the temple. In Exodus 40:34- 
38 we are told that when Moses had 
completed the work of consecration, 
“then a cloud covered the tent of the 
congregation, and the glory of the 
Lord filled the tabernacle. And Moses 
was not able to enter into the tent of 
the congregation, because the cloud 
abode thereon, and the glory of the 
Lord filled the tabernacle. And when 
the cloud was taken up from over the 
tabernacle, the children of Israel went 
onward in all their journeys: But if 
the cloud were not taken up, then 
they journeyed not till the day that 
it was taken up. For the cloud of the 
Lord was on the tabernacle by day, and 
fire was on it by night, in the sight 
of all the house of Israel, throughout 
all their journeys.” 

For months, under the instructions 
of Moses, they had been preparing the 
material for the erection of this place 
of worship. At last it stood before 
them complete. When the consecra- 
tion was made and the last sacrifice 
had been offered, with the hearts of 
the people turned toward heaven, God 
moved on the scene. The cloud which 
has gone before them is sitting on 
the tabernacle. What a wonderful 
spectacle! God came down their souls 
to greet, and glory crowned the mercy 
seat.

of God at the dedication of the first 
temple. For years, under the leader- 
ship of their two greatest kings, they 
had been preparing and building the 
temple. Now it is complete, the dedi- 
catory service is over, and Solomon 
has made an end of praying, but this 
is not sufficient. They must have the 
divine approval of God in a sup 
natural way. In silent eee 
they await the results. There God 
speaks, the supernatural fire from the 
glory world falls and kindles the blaze 
upon the altar, and consumes the 
sacrifice. There, waiting Israel is 
ready for service; she falls upon her 
face in praise and worship. These are 
but types and shadows of the more 
perfect day. 

God’s temple today is not to be 
built of wood and stone, but of the 
loving hearts of His people. For three 
years the Son of God had been min- 
istering on the shores of Galilee, gath- 
ering together the material for the 
erection of the new dwelling place. 
Arrangements had been made, new 
officers had been appointed for the 
new organization, but further prog- 
ress could not be made until t 
anointing from heaven, 

“But ye shall receive power, after 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you,” 
Acts 1:8. 

This statement was made by One 
who had paid the supreme sacrifice 
that “he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works,” Titus 2:14. 
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Jesus had completed the plan of 
redemption and had taken the dis- 
ciples and apostles through a school- 
ing, preparing them for the task of 
accomplishing this great work. The 
co-workers were with Him throughout 
much of His ministry. They had lis- 
tened to the memorable sermon on 
the mount. They had listened to His 
masterly teachings on love, redemp- 

n, and healing, the Church doc- 

ine, etc. Never a man spake like He. 

After they had been so closely 
associated with this great teacher, He 
yet did not permit them to go with 
the gospel message. He had given 
them the command to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel, but He 
told them to wait or tarry in Jerusa- 
lem until they were endued with 
power from on high. 

We can readily see, with all due 
respect to a man’s schooling, training, 
or ability otherwise acquired, if he 
has not received the power or the 
Holy-Ghost-given authority (which 
these earlier pioneer gospel preachers 
were to receive after the Holy Ghost 
came upon them), that we are not 
qualified to carry on the work He left 
for the Church to do. To be success- 

1 in our ministry, we must have 

at God-given authority, “power for 
service.” 

Power for service gives authority to 
preach redeeming grace, heart purity, 
sanctification, free from sin, cleanli- 
ness, holiness, Church of God doc- 
trine, divine healing, Bible financial 
plan (tithing), Holy Ghost with evi- 
dence, as speaking with other tongues, 
modest apparel, and all the rest that 
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the Word of God sets forth. 

Paul speaks in the next verse, Titus 
2:15, “These things speak and exhort; 
and rebuke with all authority.” We 
should pity the present-day condition 
of the religious world, when would-be 
leaders are apostatizing, compromis- 
ing with sin, soft-pedaling, and trying 
to streamline the gospel of the Son of 
God. No wonder we find world-mixing 
among saints and sinners, cold and 
indifferent church members, where 
the minister fails to speak, exhort, 
and rebuke with all authority. First, 
be sure you have received the divine 
anointing, then proceed as Paul has 
instructed. You will find your mes- 
sages will be accompanied by the 
power of God, and you will find the 
purifying process taking place, and 
there will be an increase in the num- 
ber of peculiar people zealous of good 
works in your congregation. 

What are the things that God would 
have spoken? His Word, to all classes 
and ages, elders, young men, young 
women, and to servants. Separation, 
sanctification, and cleansing is good 
for the old and the young. 

When we look at the purpose of His 
sacrificial death on Calvary, we can 
then see the need of divine authority, 
if we are to be mediums by which 
that purpose may be accomplished. 


Three of these are mentioned in 
Titus 2:14. First, He had in view re- 
deeming man from all iniquity. He 
died that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him; He died 
that our sins might never be men- 
tioned against us, that He might wash 
us, that He might sanctify us with 
His own blood. 

The second purpose was the purify- 
ing unto Himself of a peculiar people. 
That purification comes through the 
blood and the Word. Jesus said in the 
17th chapter of St. John, verse 17, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth.” Those having 
obtained this experience are a pecul- 
iar people. They are different from 
other people: they speak differently; 
their aspirations and desires are dif- 
ferent. 

The third purpose was for a people 
zealous of good works, willing work- 
ers, self-sacrificing, loyal to the 
church, God-fearing and God-loving. 
There is no place in the province of 
God for a lukewarm believer. It was 
that evil servant who wrapped his 
pound in a napkin, to whom Christ 
said: “Thou wicked and slothful serv- 
ant,” while we find that in many 


cases the minister is responsible for 
that condition in that he has not 
tarried for that divine power (author- 
ity), therefore he is wrapping his 
pound in a napkin. 

With the calling that we have as 
ministers and Christian workers, we 
should acclaim a Spirit-filled, God- 
endued, spiritual life and walk among 
God’s people. We should speak with 
all authority, which is visited with all 
power. Jesus said: “Preach the gos- 
pel.” That implies doctrine as well 
as salvation, healing, and deliverance. 
May God help us to lose sight of the 
people and get a vision of our respon- 
sibility to where we can speak, neither 
courting favors nor fearing powers. 
Jesus said, “All power is given unto 
me in heaven and earth. Go, and lo, 
I am with you.” 

Paul’s instruction to Titus was that 
elders are to be leaders, husband of 
one wife, have faithful children, not 
accused of riot or unruly. Bishops are 
to be blameless as stewards of God, 
not self-willed or soon to anger, not 
contentious. Aged men are to be sober, 
grave, temperate, and sound in faith, 
in love, and in patience. Aged women 
in behavior should become holiness, 
should not be false accusers. It is all 
right for the aged women to see the 
shortcomings of the younger women, 
but they must be very careful not to 
falsely accuse them—teachers of good 
things. Young men are to show them- 
selves patterns sound in doctrine, 
grave, sincere, sound of speech that 
cannot be condemned. Servants should 
be obedient to their masters and 
adorn the doctrine in all things. 

The God-called and Holy-Ghost- 
anointed preachers are invested with 
the power to preach and teach these 
same things as Paul has given to each 
respective group.

“My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge: because thou hast re- 
jected knowledge, I will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt be no priest to 
me: seeing thou hast forgotten the 
. law of thy God, I will also forget thy 
children,” Hosea 4:6. 

God, through Hosea, was speaking 
to the children of Israel, and this 
scripture can well be applied to the 
Jews today. They’ve been taught by 
their rabbis not to discuss religion 
with a Gentile and to hate the name 
of Christ. Because they rejected Christ, 
God also rejected them. They forgot 
the laws of God, and a spirit of deep 
sleep has been upon the Jews for cen- 
turies—spiritual sleep. “God hath not 
cast away his people which he fore- 
knew... ,” Rom. 11:2. They are God’s 
fig tree and are putting forth leaves. 

Jesus said to His disciples, “...Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles... 
but go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel,” Matt. 10:5, 6. Paul 
wrote to the Romans, chap. 1:16, “For 
I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ: for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth; 
to the Jew first, and also to the Greek 
(Gentile).” Thousands of Christians 
today are missing great blessings be- 
cause they do not know our responsi- 
bility to the Jews. “We do err, not 
knowing the scriptures,” Matt. 22:29. 

I’ve had Bible students to tell me 
that God cast the Jews off forever and 
they’d never have another chance; 
but God’s Word says, “I say then, Have 
they stumbled that they should fall? 
God forbid; but rather through their 
fall salvation is come unto the Gen- 
tiles, for to provoke them to jealousy.” 
Have they done anything for us? 
Ought we to help them find our 
Christ? “Now if the fall of them be 
the riches of the world, and the di- 
minishing of them the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more their ful- 
ness?” Romans 11:11, 12. “For if the 
casting away of them be the reconcil- 
ing of the world, what shall the re- 
ceiving of them be, but life from the 
dead?” Rom. 11:15. “For the Lord shall 
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Jesus-Hating Jews Have but One Hope -- 
JESUS 


comfort Zion: he will comfort all her 
waste places; and he will make her 
wilderness like Eden, and her desert 
like the garden of the Lord...,” Isa. 
51:3. We are nearing the close of the 
Gentile age; God’s Spirit is calling to 
Israel, “Return unto me and I will re- 
turn unto you.” Recently, in the Jew- 
ish Hope the report was that about 
50,000 Jews in Palestine have accepted 
Christ. 

God is again speaking to His proph- 
ets as He did to Ezekiel, chap. 2:3-6, 
8, “. .. Son of man, I send thee to the 
children of Israel, to a rebellious na- 
tion that hath rebelled against me: 
they and their fathers have trans- 
gressed against me, even unto this 
very day. For they are impudent chil- 
dren and stiffhearted. I do send thee 
unto them; and thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God. And 
they, whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear, (for they 
are a rebellious house,) yet shall know 
that there hath been a prophet among 
them. And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
their words, though briers and thorns 
be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among scorpions: be not afraid of 
their words, nor be dismayed at their 
looks, though they be a rebellious 
house. But thou, son of man, hear 
what I say unto thee; Be not thou re- 
bellious like that rebellious house: 
open thy mouth, and eat that I give 
thee,” for, “Thou art not sent to a 
people of a strange speech and of an 
hard language, but to the house of 
Israel,” Ezek. 3:5. 


God may be speaking to you to be a 
missionary, and you say, “I can’t go; 
I don’t know the language of other 
countries.” But the Jews in America 
are not of a strange speech or a hard 
language. They can understand what 
you say. Many of them are very re- 
bellious when you approach the sub- 
ject of the gospel of Christ. I’ve seen 
them display an ugly temper by tear- 
ing into shreds gospel tracts we gave 
them. “Be not afraid of them, neither 
be afraid of their words, though briars 
and thorns be with thee.” Take new 
courage, because God said, “I am 






almighty God, I change not.” He is 
saying to many of us, “Hear what I 
say unto thee; I send thee to the chi 

dren of Israel; speak with my wor 
unto them.” You may say, “I don’t 
know how to talk to Jews about 
Christ.” Study the Word and pray for 
knowledge and wisdom—the Holy 
Ghost will give you what you should 
say. After talking with a Jewish rabbi 
once, about Christ and the New Testa- 
ment, he said, “Why do you come to 
me? Aren’t there still many sinners 
among the Gentiles?” While he was 
asking me the question I prayed, “O 
God, give me a Bible answer.” Then 
the words came, “God said, ‘Go rather 
to the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael.’” He then said, “I can’t preach 
this to my people.” We must not be 
discouraged with answers like that, 
for God said, “My word shall not re- 
turn unto me void”; also, “Ask what 
ye will and it shall be done”; and 
“Pray for the peace of Jerusalem.” ¥ 

It is so hard to realize that there 
are multitudes of Jews in our country 
who have never heard the gospel. I 
once visited a Jewess. She did not care 
to discuss religion with me and said 
she was very busy. Then I asked her 
to please believe that God had sent me 
to her. She invited me in and even 
prayed with me. The Holy Ghost wit- 
nessed to her in His language as I 
prayed, and then she became more 
interested. As I related to her the 
story of Christ and of the things in 
the New Testament, her eyes opened 
with wonder, and a number of times 
she exclaimed, “I never heard that 
before. Is that in the New Testament?” 
Finally she said, “Will you go to our 
rabbi and relate to him the things 
you have told me?” 

When God deals with us about tal 
ing to or praying for a person, He i 
dealing with that person. We should 
obey and whether they heed us or 
not, we must leave the results. with 
God. We must be patient with them. 
How can we expect one who has never 
heard the gospel, and has been taught 
from a child to hate the name of 
Jesus, to accept Him early? Think of 
the Gentiles who have heard the gos- 
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pel many long years before accepting 
Christ—and some never do. They area 
stiffnecked people, yet God said in 
2 Chron. 7:14, 15, “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land. Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attend unto the prayer 
that is made in this place.” 

In Ezek. 36:26, 27, God promised 
@:::: “A new heart also will I give 
you, and a new spirit will I put within 
you: and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will give 
you a heart of flesh. And I will put 
my Spirit within you, and cause you 
to walk in my statutes, and ye shall 
keep my judgments, and do them.” 
Then God showed Ezekiel a valley 
of very dry bones, and said, “Prophesy 
upon these bones, and say unto them, 
O ye dry bones, hear the word of the 
Lord. Thus saith the Lord God unto 
these bones; Behold, I will cause 
breath to enter into you, and ye shall 
live,” Ezek, 37:4, 5. Israel has been a 
valley of spirtually dead, dry bones. 
In the last few years there has been 
a noise (war) and behold a shaking, 
and the bones (Jews) are fast coming 
together. God is breathing upon them 

nd they are coming to life spiritually, 

great army of them (many in other 
nations besides the 50,000 in Pales- 
tine). These bones are the whole house 
of Israel. They have said, “Our bones 
are dried and our hope is lost; we are 
cut off for our parts.” During and aft- 
er the war many cried, and many are 
yet crying, “Our homes are gone; our 
all has been taken from us; our loved 
ones murdered; and many of our chil- 
dren are growing up in other lands.” 
For many years they’ve knelt at the 
wailing wall in Palestine, pleading for 
Messiah to come and comfort them. 
How awful to know that He came and 
they did not and will not accept Him. 
“They do err, not knowing the scrip- 
tures.” 

We haven’t much longer to witness 
to the Jews. Just watching them and 
ou God’s Word we learn that the 

oming of Christ is at hand. The fol- 
lowing facts are proof of this: Ezek. 
37: 21, 22. “...1I will take the children 
of Israel from among the heathen, 
whither they be gone, and will gather 
them on every side, and bring them in- 
to their own land: and I will make 
them one nation in the land upon the 
mountains of Israel; and one king 
shall be king to them all.” Today the 
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national Jewish flag waves over Pales- 
tine. She is a nation, and sooner than 
we expect, the great millinnium day 
will dawn and the ONE King, Jesus 
Christ, will be King to all. 

Jesus said in Luke 21:24, “...and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.” Gentiles have 
ruled Jerusalem since the Jews were 
driven out, after they rejected Christ 
until she was captured by General 
Allenby in 1917 from the rule of the 
Turks. Jews have returned to their 
homeland since that time from all 
nations. This great victory was proph- 
esied by Isaiah. “As birds flying, so 
will the Lord of hosts defend Jerusa- 
lem; defending also he will deliver it; 
and passing over he will preserve it,” 
Isa. 31:5. Not a shot was fired, nor a 
building demolished. It happened just 
as God said it would. God has ever 
used man to do His work. Rev. 17:17, 
“For God hath put in their hearts to 
fulfill his will...until the words of 
God shall be fulfilled.” 

God brought salvation to the Gen- 
tiles in order to win the Jew to Him- 
self through provocation and jealousy. 
Rom. 11:11, 15. God has not cast away 
His people forever; He has a definite 
program for them, and has not taken 
away their opportunities. All Israel 
could be saved if they believed. The 
question is not, “Has God cast away 
His people?” But, have we? Think of 
the millions of Jews who died in so- 
called Christian nations, unsaved. 


Think of the multitude of Jews in 
America today who are untouched by 
this message of grace. How many 
churches have put the evangelization 
of Israel into their missionary bud- 
gets? Blessings will come to us and 
the Jews when we carry out God’s 
plan. In 1 Cor. 11:1, Paul said, “Be ye 
followers of me, even as I also am of 
Christ.” Let us see how Paul felt about 
the Jews. Rom. 9:1-4, “I say the truth 
in Christ, I lie not, my conscience also 
bearing me witness in the Holy Ghost, 
that I have great heaviness and con- 
tinual sorrow in my heart. For I could 
wish that myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren, my kinsmen 
according to the flesh: Who are Israel- 
ites; to whom pertaineth the adoption, 
and the glory, and the covenants, and 
the giving of the law, and the service 
of God, and the promises.” Rom. 10.1, 
“Brethren, my heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for Israel is that they 
might be saved.” This sort of passion 
is not of the flesh but of the Spirit, 
which had been given to Paul by the 
love of God in his heart by the Holy 
Ghost. God repeatedly said to Israel, “I 
have loved thee with an everlasting 
love,” and, “Return unto me, my 
backsliding children.” 

Let’s pray for the Jews as never be- 
fore. Psa. 122:6, “Pray for the peace 
of Jerusalem: they shall prosper that 
love thee.” There are few missionaries 
to the Jews today, compared to those 
to Gentiles. They surely need our 
prayers.

It spends 
a moment or two with bowed head in silent 
prayer on entering. It comes to worship, and 
brings the spirit of worship along. It sings 
heartily, hears the sermons prayerfully. When 
the minister rises to preach, he unconsciously 
turns toward the Prayerful Pew. Then his 
heart grows warm, his spirit is afire, and his 
voice rings out in clarion notes of victory.

Mr. Lawrence Ross, a2 member, al- 
so trustee of the Church of God at 
Piedmont, W. Va., passed to his re- 
ward August 1, at the age of thirty- 
one, and was sick only a few days. 
He leaves a wife and four children, 
two brothers, three sisters, and fa- 
ther. His funeral was conducted by 
his pastor, F. G. McAfee. 
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The Physically Handicapped 


It was not only thoughtful of our 
President, Honorable Harry Truman, 
to set aside October 2-8 as “Employ the 
Physically Handicapped Week,” but 
also a matter of commendation to the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force that they 
have and are complying with his 

ishes, and, so far as that, the wishes 
@ the public also, in giving employ- 
ment to those left to a life of physical 
handicap. 

Secretary Johnson said, “I know 
that considerable attention has been 
given by the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force to the employment and place- 
ment of physically handicapped work- 
ers. I urge that everyone concerned 
with unemployment in the Defense 
Department place continued and in- 
creased emphasis on means of em- 
ploying the physically handicapped 
wherever possible.” 

Secretary of the Army, Gordon Gray, 
has stated that the Department of the 
Army has long been aware of its re- 
sponsibility in this field, particularly 
in respect to disabled veterans. 
“Furthermore,” he said, “as one of 
the Nation’s largest employers, the 
@~ has a responsibility for leader- 

hip in modern employment practices 
which place emphasis on a man’s 
abilities rather than on his handicaps, 
when he is being considered for em- 
ployment. 

“The Army is fulfilling its reponsi- 
bility by authorizing a post-war re- 
enlistment quota of 5,000 disabled vet- 
erans to fill certain categories of reg- 
ular Army assignment, and by em- 
ploying thousands of disabled persons, 
including veterans, in its civilian jobs. 
Since the initiation of the Army’s re- 
enlistment program in November, 1946, 
a total of 1,394 disabled veterans have 
re-enlisted. The Army is also currently 
employing more than 19,000 disabled 
veterans in civilian capacities.” 

Secretary of the Air Force, W. 
Stuart Symington, has promised full 

ooperation in employing the physi- 
@:i; handicapped. He said, “Air Force 
experience has demonstrated the ad- 
vantages of employing and properly 
placing disabled veterans and physi- 
cally limited non-veterans. During the 
war physically handicapped civilian 
employees filled important jobs at 
many Air Force installations. At 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, 
Dayton, Ohio, for example, more than 
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one out of ten employees of the Air 
Service Command was physically 
handicapped. 

“Now disabled veterans are proving 
more and more that they can contri- 
bute needed skills and dependable 
service to the operations of the peace- 
time Air Force. As of August 1, 1949, 
there were 11,025 physically limited 
veterans employed by the Air Force in 
continental United States, a 21 per 
cent increase over the previous year. 

“The Air Force will continue to im- 
press upon civilian personnel officers 
and supervisors the importance of a 
definite program of placement of the 
physically handicapped.” 

Secretary of the Navy, Francis P. 
Matthews, said, “Utilization of the 
physically handicapped, particularly 
those who were disabled in the serv- 
ice of their country, is a work in which 
the Navy happily joins its sister serv- 
ices, the Army and the Air Force. 

“It is a solemn obligation of the 
Armed Forces to assist to gainful em- 
ployment, so far as practicable, those 
men and women who were maimed 


while performing the task of pro- 
tecting their country during national 
Department place continued and in- 
jured during the war years have found 
work in the Navy yards, ordnance de- 
pots, and naval bases of the Navy De- 
partment.” 

Secretary Matthews has cited the 
fact that more than 3,000 disabled 
veterans of the Armed Forces are em- 
ployed in one section of the Navy 
alone, the Bureau of Ordnance. Other 
hundreds of partially disabled are 
employed in other naval activites 
where their skills are best utilized. 

The veterans and members of the 
families to which they belong, as well 
as every American citizen, should feel 
the deepest sense of gratitude to God 
that we have a government actuated 
by Christian humanitarinism toward 
the soldiers and their families who are 
to bear the marks of continual sacri- 
fice from the wars in which they 
bravely defended all the privileges 
that we hold sacred and dear as a 
nation, under God, of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. Long 
may her Stars and Stripes wave, and, 
just as long, God grant that the Chris- 
tian flag will proudly wave beside 
her. There is no other nation in the 
world so great as ours, and the good 
neighbor policy is largely responsible.
